LOADING AND FIRING 

1 Be sure Jriat hammer is forwards 

2. Hold Revolver in right hand with Index finger of left hand agoinst front of elector latch 
housing. With left thumb move ejector lotch to extreme forv^ard position and, at the same 
time, swing out cylinder to left by pressing right Index finger against It [Sen Figure 1). 

Be sure to release ejector totch. , f . . l l t 

3. Insert one .22 caliber sborh long or long rifle cartridge in each of the mne chombers ot 

4. Return rylindor to frome by pressing thumb against cylinder. Do not push ejector lotch 
forward when closing cylinder. The revolver is now reody to fire. 

5. Revolver moy be fired double action merely by squeezing trigger for each shot.

7. To unload revolver or remove fired cartridge cases, move ejector latch to extreme forward 
position ond at the same time, swing out cylinder to left by pressing right index finger 
ogoinM it (See Figure 1), ond push ejector rod to the rear (See Figure 2). 

8. Pull ejector rod forward before reloading or ottempting to close cylinder. 

9. Because cylinder chomhers are counterbored, revolver moy be ''dry-fifsd“ without injury

CLEANING AND LUBRICATING 

If you use J C. Higgins ommunition this will practically eliminate any deoning of barret 
or cylinder. However, should any powder residue or dirt accumulate at these points, it can 

eosily be removed. ■ xi. o l * u 

To dean borrel, pull lakh ejector rad forword and swing out cylinder to left. Push a patch, 

moistened with a good solvent, through the barrel from the muzzle end. Soak a brass brush 
made for .22 caliber firearms in solvent and push it through the length of the bore several 
times. Push deem potches through the bore in the some monner until the lost patch comes 
out clean. Then push through a lightly oiled patch. 

Use a tooth brush soaked in solvent to remove any dirt or foulViS ^^^om other operating 

parts. Wipe parts dry and oil lightly. , .i u,
